Cable TV 
hiked $1 


Granite City cable TV ’subscribers, 

will have a $1 rate increase in their 
_ basic service bill effective Sept. 1. 

The agreement will increase the 
basic fee from $7 to $8 monthly. 

‘The Granite City Council approved 
the cable ordinance amendment on an- 
11-1 vote at Tuesday night’s regular 
meeting after more than two years of 
debate with South-Western Cable TV, 

Inc., of Maryville. 

Sixth Ward Alderman Woodrow 

Moad voted against the revised con- 
tract. Aldermen Paul Ray Bowler and 
Lioyd Baily were not in attendance. 
‘The agreement averts an arbitration 
sted earlier by the cable 
company.

GC schools remain closed

Student attendance has been ruled 
out for this week by Supt. B.J. Davis, 
whose visible teachers numbered 18 
Monday and an estimated 10 to 13 
Wednesday at semester-opening facul- 


ty workshape. 

Negotiations and daily school 
postponements continue; the latest 
bargaining session lasted from 4 p.m. to 
5:45 p.m. Wednesday, with no progress 
reported. 

A statement issued today by 
‘Teachers Local 743 e that the 
local “‘does not wish to place the district 
further in debt. Our proposals reflect 
that position and have been fair, 
responsible and reasonable.” 

Most school employees have been 
laid off, leaving the buildings nearly 
empty, and the Board of Education last 
night voted to end about 400 absent 
teachers’ medical insurance Aug. 31. 

Secretaries and custodians objected 
last aight to being laid off, saying they 
are Willing to work and have backlogs 
of tasks to perform. 

“Our backs are against the wall” 
financially, a school official com- 
mented. ‘We have no wish to penalize 
the secretaries or custodians, who have 
been very cooperative, but we just don’t 
have the money” to employ them while 
schools are closed, he added. 

Many staff members worked ex- 
tremely hard during the summer to 
help convert the system from 18 to 12 
schools, the board acknowledged; now, 
some will lose work and pay although 
they want to work. 

The dispute with teachers could be a 
long one, it was indicated. The board 
last night directed Davis to adhere ex- 
actly to the existing school calendar, 
witli the one exception: School opening 
plans will be made on a daily basis, 
depending on whether it appears the 
staffing will be sufficient to assure stu- 
dent safety. 

It will be decided tomorrow morning, 
for example, whether students should 
report next Monday, Aug. 20. Further 
postponements are said to be likely un- 
til there is a 1983-84 agreement with 
teachers. 


Absent teachers’ insurancé being:cancelled 


No formal strike has been called; the 
fall term is. being delayed by the non- 
attendance of most of the 419 active 
teachers; another 129 are on honorable 
dismissal (of 192 dismissed, 63 were 
recalled). 

Teachers originally were to report 
Aug. 22, with pupils beginning classes 
Aug. 23. 

After the Local 743 and District Nine 
bargaining teams met early Wednes- 
day evening, both sides said they were 
no closer to agreeing on the provisions 
ofa pact for the 1983-84 school year: 
There has been no discussion of a multi- 
year agreement. 

Negotiators’ proposals are said to be 
“close”’ on the proposed size of classes, 
but far apart on actions related to that 
issue. The difference: 

The union wants dismissed teachers 
called back before students , Urg- 
ing that at least 20 of the 129 still- 
dismissed group be rehired. The 
district has pledged to adjust class size 
by faculty tr: and rehiring on the 
sixth day of pupil Attendance, coping 
with any first-week crowding by sum- 
moning substitute teachers. 

Estimates of how many students are 
ready to attend vary widely. Some feel 
that the enrollment will be larger than 
that indicated by projections made’ in 
March. Others say there probably was 
a net enrollment loss from families 
moving away and moving here during 
the summer. 

The basic outlook has been for 9,500 
students, including 2,900 at the combin- 
ed Granite City High School. 

Once teachers are rehired, they are 
on the 1983-84 payroll regardless of the 
number of children available to be 
taught. 

Once teachers are dismissed and 
their recall period has elapsed (the 
length of this period is at least one year 
but is being negotiated), they and their

Sucess or failure of this procedure in 
Taggma may determine how officials deal with similar 
envifenmental problems elsewhere. 

‘The stakes for tacoma are highly significant. 
Operatéd by ARSARCO Inc., the smelting plants 
emplgys nearly 600 people and pumps an estimated $20 
miljidn a year into the local economy. It is only fair for 
thejcommunity to have some say in the matter. 

Nevertheless, some residents of Tacoma and a 


number of zealous environmentalists contend that it is 
unfair for Ruckelshaus to seek a popular preference 
for jobs or health. They claim the decision should be 
left entirely to experts. 

The experts, however, cannot agree. Although the 
law requires  air-pollutant standards that provide 
“ample margins of safety to protect public health,” 
many scientists believe there is no safe level for 
arsenic or any carcinogen. This means that merely 
dereasing arsenic emissions would provide inadequate 
health protection. Only closure of the plant would suf- 
fice. 

On the other hand, some scientists contend that there 
is not a shred of evidence to indicate that arsenic emit- 
ted by the smelter ever has caused cancer. 

Obviously, there is no easy answer for Tacome. But 
easy answers are rare in an increasingly complex 
society. Industrial development provides economic 
benefits but environmental hazards. Environmental 
protection provides health benefits but at an economic 
cost. : 

In asking the residents of Tacoma how safe they 
want to be, Ruckelshaus is only following the 
democratic tradition of popular participation in 
government. The benefits of this tradition are many 
But they never have come without risk.

Beginning Oct. 1, 1983, a new 
effort will get underway 
which will affect federally- 
funded employment and job- 
training programs.

For the past five years, 
Madison County has been 
part of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan area Private 
Industry Council which has 
consisted of two Illinois 
counties and four St. Louis 
area Missouri counties. 
Under the revised Job Train- 
ing Partnership Act, 
Madison County will operate 
its own Private Industry 
Council, joining with Bond 
County. 

The agencies. which will 
administer the council ac- 
tivities are the Office of 
Employment and Training 
Programs in Madison and 
Bond Counties. Madison 
County Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer said, ‘This 
joint cooperative effort bet- 
ween Madison and Bond 
Counties is exciting and we 
look forward to the rewards 
this program will provide in 
training the economically 
disadvantaged youth and 
unemployed adults and in 
helping them find jobs."" 

Under the Job Training 
Partnership Act, the gover-

Governor signs bill for more student loans 


Governor James R. 
Thompson has approved a 
bill that increases the Illinois 
State Scholarship Commis- 
sion (ISSC) bond limit by $75 
million to provide more stu- 
dent loan funds. 

“This action fulfills a 
pledge I made last year to 
the education community 
and to the studénts of Illinois 
who depend on loans to fur- 
ther their academic careers. 
By)expanding the bond limit 
for the ISSC, more students 
can receive financial aid and 
attend Illinojs-colleges,” the 
governor said. 

Senate Bill 47. raises the 
ISSC bond authority limit 
from $100 million to $175 
million. Without the hike, the 
ISSC would have exhausted 
its available funds in Fiscal 
Year 1984. 

In addition to granting a 
higher bond ceiling, the 
measure permits the Illinois 
Designated Account Pur- 
chase Program (IDAPP) to 
purchase more types of 
loans. Established in 1977, 
the IDAPP is designed to 


reduce loan default rates by 
purchasing 30- to 90-day 
delinquent loans, thereby en- 
couraging banks and other 
lending institutions to par- 
ticipate in state student loan 
programs. 

Widening the types of 
loans the IDAPP can pur- 
chase will further encourage 
lenders to take part in pro- 
grams such as the 
Guaranteed Student Loan 
Program and will strengthen 
the program's financial con- 
dition. 

The bill takes effect im- 
mediately.

City to study alternate. 
truck route suggestion

A truck route system that 
would eliminate heavy 
tractor-trailers from some 
city streets was discussed 
Wednesday evening in a 
sparsely attended special 
Granite City Council session. 

Alderman Jake Varadian, 
Fifth Ward, said he will ask 
the street and engineering 
departments to check the 
feasibility of routing truck 
traffic along 16th Street. 

The route would bypass 
the downtown business 
district and close 18th Street 
and portions of 20th Street to 
truck traffic. Those streets 
are currently sanctioned 
truck routes. 

The alderman 
acknowledged 16th Street is 
‘pretty well beat 
up...there’s going to have to 
be some improvements.” He 
is not, however, advocating 
money to be immediately 
spent on street im 
provements. 

Alderman Phillip Miller, 
Fourth Ward, said he was 
concerned about the possible 
cost of such a project. Alder- 
man Michael Modrusic, 
Seventh Ward, said he 
agreed with the suggested 
route, but also wondered 
about the price. : 

Alderman Sharon Perjak, 
Fourth Ward, said the 16th 
Street route would help save 
downtown buildings that 
could become damaged due 
to the heavy flow of trucks. 

Varadian renewed efforts 
to find alternate truck routes 
through the city, after an 
earlier attempt by him to up- 
date the city truck route 
laws became stalled due to 
residents’ protests. 

The alderman said he is 
trying to find a route using 
the least number of .city 


streets in order to prevent 
road and buijding damage 
that might result from 
trucks. He sees no evidence 
that trucks currently 
observe any city truck 
routes. 

“L see a variety of trucks 
going down many streets,” 
Varadian said. 

The lack of a recognized 
and enforced truck route law 
is costing the city time and 
money in road repairs and 
cleaning up the debris left by 
some trucks, Varadian 
stated 

According to City Attorney 
John Papa, the city can 
establish truck routes and 
block trucks from some 
streets, despite an expen- 
diture of state Motor Fuel 
Tax funds to repair those 
streets. Only streets main- 
tained by the state cannot be 
regulated against trucks, 
Papa said. 

Those few streets include 
Edwardsville, Namgoki and

Taxpayers now entitled to 
interest on tax protests 


Governor James R. 
Thompson has signed 
legislation that will allow 
taxpayers to receive interest 
on refunds from successful 
protests of their property tax 
bills. 

“This measure will allow 
taxpayers, who have to pay 
interest on delinquent taxes, 
to also collect five percent 
interest on refunds froi ro- 
tests on their property faxes. 
This is money those tax- 
payers could have invested 
themselves had their money 
not been tied up in a protest 
fund,’the governor said. 

The bil, House Bill 676, re- 
quires county treasurers to 
wihhold in a protest fund a 
certain amount of property 
taxes paid under protest 
The amount will be the 
lesser of the total amount 
paid under protest, an 
amount equal to the average 
annual tax objections sus- 
tained over the past five 
years, or .5 percent of the 
total taxes collected.

fault with transactions related to the 
education fund and transportation fund. 

He also was said to have asserted that 
the timing of the district’s Aug. 16 
budget revision did not give the local 
adequate time to analyze the updated 
school financial plans. 

Supt. Davis said Wednesday that the 
$7,853,000 in tax anticipation warrants 
obtained in 1982-83 consisted of 
$7,657,000 in the education fund and 
$196,000 in the building fund, with 
balances remaining in the transporta- 
tion and municipal retirement funds. 

Although transportation warrants 
could have been obtained, reducing the 
amount of education fund borrowing, 
the grand total of warrants would have 
been the same, he said. 

The actual total was within a few 
thousand dollars of the amount that had 
been estimated far in advance by 
school administrators, David com- 
mented. 

Those now finding no basic fault with 
the schéol system’s financial projec- 
tions were asserting last winter—just 
before the scope of staff dismissals was 
decided—that school officials were $1' 
million in error, the superintendent 
contended. 

Persons quoting Freeark told the 
Press-Record he takes the general posi- 
tion that school finances do not reach a 
critical point until all second-year bor- 
rowing authority has been exhausted. 

The Granite City district enacted its 
1983-84 budget a half-year early to per- 
mit borrowing of real estate taxes two 
years ahead, but it did not borrow to the 
legal maximum.

Teachers are willing to accept a 
pay freeze to return a sufficient number 
of teachers to maintain some kind of 
quality education. 

“The teachers feel a minimum of 20 
teachers at the elementary level is 
needed to even come close to a 
reasonable class size. 

“Some examples of elementary class 
averages that the board has failed to 
correct are: kindergarten at Prather 
averages 46.5, Kindergarten at 
Frohardt 45, fourth grade at Marshall 
45, third grade at Mitchell 42.5, fifth 
grade at Parkview 41 and fifth grade at 
Frohardt averages 40.5. 

“In response to the board’s position 
that their numbers are only projected 
enrollments, the union is willing to wait 
until the sixth-day enrollment before 
additional teachers are hired. 
However, the board will not commit 
themselves to hiring any additional 
teachers. 

“In addition, teachers are concerned 
that the board’s exclusive arrangement 
with a local financial institution is not 
the most economical method of financ- 
ing their borrowing. For example, 
Belleville High School District 201 last 
year borrowed $2.5 million at a rate of 
7.25 percent. In the last two years, this 
district has been borrowing at 9 percent 
to 13.1 percent."” 

At presstime, Lee Guenther of the 
Secretarial Council reviewed 
secretaries’ concern over layoffs. 

She said there is work to be perform- 
ed and that the board should allow 
secretaries to return to their jobs.

Improvements at Lansdowne would 
include adding extra facilities at a cost

This figure is $5,708 
more per teacher than the national 
average and $3,621 more than the II- 
linois average, the team said. 

The $26,239 figure does not include fr- 
inge benefits; the benefits are an addi- 
tional cost, it was noted.

Sewer district detachment 
hearing slated for Oct. 12 


Morris Miles, member of 
the Madison County Board 
and chairman of its Special 
Sewer Committee, has an- 
nounced that certain proper- 
ties will be disconnected 
from the Madison County 
sewer district. 

The disconnection will be 
accomplished by action of 
the Circuit Court, after a 
hearing which is scheduled 
for Oct. 12 at the courthouse 
in Edwardsville 

“No property can be 
disconnected except that 
which is not served by the 
Special Service Area and is 
not intended to be served. 
Any property owner in the 
district who believes that his 
property qualifies for discon- 
nection may sign a petition 
at the sewer office, 301 E. 
Chain of Rocks Road,” Miles 
said. 

Owners must-bring a copy 
of their most recent tax bill 
and the legal description of 
the property to be discon- 
nected. The description will 
be on a deed, contract of 
sale, title insurance policy or 
abstract of title. Accurate 
legal descriptions must be 
furnished to the court, ac- 
cording to Miles. 

Miles stated that the forms 
are made available to the 
taxpayers as a service by the 
Special Sewer Committee.

Belleville lawyer seeks 


Belleville lawyer Amiel 
Cueto has again asked that a 
special prosecutor be ap- 
pointed to investigate allega- 
tions against Madison Coun- 
ty State’s Attorney Don 
Weber. 

Cueto filed a 60-page peti- 
tion last week in the Madison 
County Circuit Court. The 
petition made criminal 
allegations against Weber, 
including theft, forgery and 
official misconduct. 

Many of the allegations 
are repeats of accusations 
Cueto made in January when 
he sent a letter to Madison 
County Board members, 
Chief Circuit Judge A.A. 
Matoesian and the 
Disciplinary Commission 
about Weber. 

Those charges were for- 
warded to Attorney General 
Neil Hartigan’s office and 
eventually were d 
because state officials found 
no substance to the allega- 
tions. 

Cueto is a longtime 
political foe of Weber’s and 
has repeatedly attempted to 
have the state’s attorney in 
vestigated during the last 
year. Two years ago,-Weber 
obtained rape charges 
against Bruce Cook, a client 
of Cueto's. 

Cook was acquitted of the 
charges and Cueto filed suit 
against Weber for malicious 
prosecution, arguing that the 
state’s attorney knew that 
Cook was innocent. when he 
started the prosecution 

That incident . apparently 
has sparked the ongoing ill 
feelings between the two. 

The latest set of allega- 
tions again are based on in- 
formation obtained by Cueto 
from Marvin Darling, a 
former employee of Weber, 
who said he was fired for not 
contributing enough money 
to the state's attorney's elec- 
tion campaign. Weber, 
however, says that Darling's 
pay was decreased because 
he wasn’t doing his job. He 
says that Darling eventually 
quit. 

The petition alleges that 
Virginia Rullison, an 
employee in the state’s. at- 
torney's office described as 
Weber’s girlfriend, took over 
Darling's job. It says that 
she was allowed vacation 
time and drew full-time pay, 
although she didn’t show up 
for work very often. 

Further, the petition cites 
various cases prosecuted by 
Weber, including that of 
Supervisor of Assessments 
James Barton. Charges of 
official misconduct, bribery 
and conspiracy were drop- 
ped against Barton because 
of “prosecutorial miscon- 
duct.””

Damaged corn 
adds to farm 


silo hazards 


By RON CORNWELL 
County Farm Adviser 

In the next few weeks, 
many farmers in Madison 
County will be filling silos. It 
is important that farmers 
are aware of the dangers of a 
newly filled silo. 

Madison County farmers 
should take extra care this 
year around silos after fill- 
ing with drought-damaged 
corn because of the extra 
amount of nitrous oxides 
given off from the silage. 

Newly cut silage gives off 
nitrogen dioxide, a yellow 
brown colored gas. 

Inhaling nitrogen dioxide 
can be fatal. The respiratory 
Problem caused from 
nitrogen dioxide is known as: 
“Silo Fillers Disease,” 

Silo gas smells like laun- 
dry bleach. Because it’ is 
heavier than air, the gas lays 
on top of silage and settles 
down through the chute. 

It often concentrates in the 
silo room and moves into the 
barn, where it leaves a 
yellow stain on materials it 
contacts. Dead birds and 
small animals are an indica-_ 
tion gasses are at a 
dangerous level.

Measure signed to promote beef 


Governor James R. 
Thompson has approved 
legislation that will develop 
a comprehensive marketing 
program for Illinois beef 
producers, a plan that will 
promote the Illinois beef in- 
dustry. 

“This measure is intended 
-to promote the growth of the 
cattle industry and to 
develop and expand markets 
for Ilinois beef,” said the 
governor. ‘This is a self-help 
plan that will give beef pro- 
ducers in Illinois the op- 
portunity to fund a separate, 
independent panel that will 
coordinate marketing efforts 
on their behalf. 

“While other, similar pro- 
grams are in operation for 
various parts of the state’s 
agriculture ‘industry, this 
prograrn will be established, 
governed and financed en- 
tirely by the beef industry,” 
he said during bill signing 
ceremonies at the grand 
Champion Auction at the Il- 
linois State Fair Coliseum. 

The bill, Senate Bill 655, 
creates the Illinois Beef 
Council, a 14-member panel 
that will develop and coor- 
dinate a beef marketing plan 
by using funds from’ a levy 
imposed on Jilinois beef pro 
ducers. State beef producers 
will hold a refrendum on the 
marketing plan six months 
from the day the legislation 
takes effect, which was last 
Wednesday, Aug. 17. If a ma- 
jority of beef producers vote 
in favor of the additional 
levy, funding for the plan 
will come from that source. 

According to the measure, 
beef producers will select 
two Beef Council members 
from each of the seven 
districts in Illinois. The Il- 
linois Beef Industry Council 
will serve as a temporary 
ruling body until then. 

The bill calls for a max- 
imum of 50-cents per head of 
cattle to be paid by heef pro- 
ducers if they approve the 
program,, an amount that 
could, generate $500,000, the 
governor said. However, 
producers will have the abili- 
ty to ask for a refund if they 
don’t wish to participate in 
the program. 

‘The bill in the legislature 


was approved unanimously. 

In other action, the gover- 
nor.said he has signed a 
package of legislation that 
eases the regulatory burden 
for the Soybean, Apple and 
Peach Marketing Boards. 
Under SB 471, 472 and 473, 
the marketing program 
drafted by each board is ex- 
empt from review by the 
Joint ; Committee on Ad- 
ministrative Rules. The 
measures take effect im- 
mediately. J 

Thompson also said he 
‘signed House Bill 972, which 
gives county highway: com- 


missioneres and: 


superintendents the authori- 
ty to allow cropdusters to use 
certain county highways or 
township roads. The bill is 
aimed at saving money and 
time for cropdusters by 
eliminating the need to 
return to the nearest airport 
for refueling and loading 
chemicals. 

Under the measure, crop- 
dusters can use rural roads 
that have an average daily 
traffic count of less than 200 
vehicles. Traffic on those 
roads cannot be blocked for 
more than 15 minutes every 
half hour and emergency 
vehicles cannot be blocked

$4,757,122; interest cost $429,117 


The latest annual audit by 
Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & 
Co. indicates the-Granite Ci- 
ty school district overspent 
its income by $4,757,122 in 
the 1982-83 year ending June 
30. 


District Nine received 
$24,457,773 and disbursed 
$29,214,895, the auditors said 
in their complete but 
preliminary report. 

Before the audit is put into 
its final form, an adjustment 
may be made on a $392,900 
estimate of unemployment 
compensation to be paid to 
honorably dismissed cer- 
tified staff members. Opi- 
nions differ as to whether the 
cost is ‘‘definitely 
measurable,’’ since the 
obligation will be affected by 
future events. - 

PMM tentatively included 
the item but authorities are 
uncertain whether the 
jobless pay should be charg- 
ed to 1982-83, budgeted in 
1983-84 or placed in a reserve 
fund.

The audit shows an 
unreserved fund balance of a 
negative $7,954,966, con- 
sisting of an $813,429 
transportation balance, a 
$248,578 municipal retire- 
ment balance, a negative 
balance of $8,910,398 in the 
education fund and a 
negative balance of $106,575 
in the building fund. 

Liabilities on June 30, 1983,
